Wtahlneton, April tO.— SPAIN HAS 

BEEN INF0RMP:D THAT THE CU- 
BAN RESOLUTIONS PASSED BY 
OONORESS ARE NOW A PART OF 
THB LAWS OF THE UNITED 
STATES. AND AN ULTIMATUM 
HAS BEEN SENT DEMANDING 
CIMPLIANCE WITH THIS LAW 
AND AN ANSWER WITHIN A VERY 
SHORT TIME, PROBABLY 24 
HOUR-^. 

COMPLIANCE IS NOT EXPECT- 
ED, AND A FORWARD MOVEMENT 
ON CUBA WILL COMMENCE THE 
LATTER PART OF THIS WEEK, 
ACCORDING TO THE PLANS OP 
THE ADMINISTRATION. 

The congresalonal Cuban resolution 
was not signed until morning. The 
ultlnintiim to Spain was signed at the 
bame lime. The president decided to 
malce the two practically one act by 
a timultaneouB signature of each. 

TWO CAniXET MBETIN08 

were held dm ing the day, the first be- 
ginning at 11 and lasting nearly two 
hours, and tho second lasting from 3 
to 6:30 p. m. At their close announce^ 
ment that execntive action was de- 
la vmI until morning was made. Both 
cabinet sessions were devoted princi- 
pally to discussion of the Ultimatum 
to be lant to Madrid. 

At the morning senlon the presi- 
dent rather favored allowing the Mad- 
rid government two or even three 
daya la which to reply to our demand, 
but later be changed bia views some- 
what and decided to require an answer 
within a very short time, probably 
within 24 hours.

THB ULTIMATUM IS SHORT AND 
TO THB POINT. IT RECITES THE 
MAIN FEATURES OP HB RESOLU- 
TIONS PASSED BY CONCIRKSS AND 
DEMANDS A COMPLIANCE THERE- 
WITH. 

The fall text of the ultimatum will 
probably not be made public here un- 
til notice Is received tliat it is in the 
ands of the Spanish government, 
diplomatic etiquette requiring this. 

The Cuban resolution passed by 
congress arrived at the White House 
at 1:15 p. m., a little over an hour 

having been consumed in the formali- 
ties of securing tfa« signatures of 

Speaker Reed and Vice President Ho- 
bart to the resolution in open session, 
and Its delivery at the White House 
by Representative Hager of Iowa, 
ebalman of tke cdmnilttaa on enrolled 
bills, and RaprssentatlT* Ovarstraet of 
Indiana. 

IT WAS EXPE^TTED 

that th* resolution would be signed 
Immediately it reached the president, 

and this waa Mr. McKinley's inclina- 
tion, but for certain state rcabons it 
was deemed advisable that the reso- 
lution and the ultimatum to Spain 
should be signed simultaneously, and 
time was needed to draft thesjUtUDa- 
tum in diplomatic form. 

The steady progress of military and 
naval preparations indicated the con- 
viction on the part of the administra- 
tion that a peaceful solution of exist- 
ing difficulties is not prooable.

Other 
Senators, he said, withheld similar 
amendments which they had been 
urged to press because it was not de- 
sirable that the sundry civil bill 
should be a river and harbor measure 
Mr. Pettus then withdrew the amend- 
ment. 

In the course of a dry routine dis- 
cussion of a QilDor amendment to the 
pending bill, Mr. Cockrell (Mo.) In- 
jected some life into the debate by 
throwing down the gauntlet to Mr. 
Hale for some utterances the latter 
had made during the Cuban debate 
He expressed the desire that Mr. Hale 
would use bis great influence to get 
the Republicans in line upon the pend 
ing amendment. 

Mr. Hale expressed the hope that all 
Republicans would be found in solid 
phalanx in support of their president 
and their party. "I may be pardoned, 
too, for expressing the hope," said 
Mr. Hale, tauntingly, "that all Demo 
crats and all members of other parties 
shall be found supporting not the 
president alone, but the country, in all 
patriotic matters." 

NO TAIL FOR A KITE. 

"I, too, shall welcome the day when 
men of all parties may Join with the 
president in support of patriotic poll 
cies." declared Mr. Cockrell, "but if 
the president of the United States ex 
pects me to be a tail to his kite and 
to swing along to his coat tails, he 
will find himself greatly mistaken." 

Mr. Cockrell then launched Into an 
extended speech in which ha sharply 
attacked the administration and con 
gress for their action on the Cuban 
question. Mr. Cockrell adverted to 
the purpose of the resolution passed 
intimating that It would enable those 
so inclined to take advantage of the 
Cuban patriots. 

When he referred to the action of 
the senate and of congress, Mr. Hale 
interrupted him to Inquire why it was 
that the Democrats of the senate 
practically as a body, voted against 
the action for which they had beeh 

clamoring for months. 

"I can understand," he said, "the 
senator from Missouri may ba a trifie 
sensitive over night."

Washington, April 20.— There ap- 
paara to be a mistaken impression in 
seme quarters aa to the fanetlons of 

the mosquito fleet. It is not destined 
for shore guard, nor yet for attack, but 
the iirimary use of the vessels of this 
fleet will be to protect the battleships 
and other ironclads from attack by tor- 
pedo boats anil iN stroyrrs. The pur- 
pose is to create in tiie navy something 
like the same system that prevails in 
the army in conducting hoatlle opera- 
tlona. Tha battlaahlpa oorreapoad to 
the heavy artillery, tho moaquito fleet 
to infantry, and the torpedo boats to 
cavalry.

The Carne- 
gie company has undertaken to roll 
immediately light steel ijlato.l'o inches 
thick. Two layers of this plate will be 
placed around the boiler aad oaflaa 
rooms of the boats, making about S60 
tons of armor in each case. 



The Old Bmooth Bores.

ISut not one man in lifty, perhaps, ia fa- 
miliar with the precise circumstances 
which '_MVi' t ithe world that famous sav- 
in:; in^lii ative <j1 the takinj; of any decis- 
ive or irrevocable step. 

The I^ubicon is a small stream— hardly 
worthy of the name of river— in North- 
central Italy. It is formed by the junc- 
tion of several creeks, which have their 
•^uroe in [the Appenine mountains, and 
it empties into the Adriatic sea. In the 
wet aeaaon it becomes a torrent, due to 
the deecent of melted anew hnm the 

mountains, but in tbe dry seiv=on it il a 
very diminutive rivulet, its name is d<« 
rived from the reddish ting of its waters, 
due to the color of theteil throagh which 
it flows. 

Midway of the first century before the 
Christian era, Pompey and Ciejar were 
tbe two great military personages of tbe 

Boman Empire. Kach hail hi^'h political 

Mpintions, and each was jealous of the 
other. Pompey, at that time, waa in tbe 

city of Ivime and C' ^ar was Governor of 
tbe Province of Uaul, known at the pres- 
ent time as France. Now, the southern 
boundary of Gaul, over which Ciusar 
raled, was the river Rubicon. 

The rivalry between Pompey and 
Cicjer became aonte, and Ctesar, realis- 
ing that, great as was the Roman Em- 
pire, it was nt!vertbeless too small to 
contain the ambitions of both his rival 
ami himself, liegan to move his legions 
southward toward tbe Imperial City, 8o 
bug as he remained in (iaul, however, 
no clash between the two men was pos- 
sible. This waa the situation when, on 
the night of November 27, fifty years be- 
fore Christ, as we now reckon time, 
C. 

Rubicon. If he remained where he was,

A. W. Smith, tbe Kokomo city en- 
gineer, gives his views of brick streets as 
follows: ''In discusaing the aubjeot of 
street paving, we must keep in mind the 
tact that the public has to be educated 
up to tbe idea that it ia not necessary to 
live in the mad and dirt which waa com- 
mon a few years ago. Then we made a 
macadam street one year, and tbe next 
were "raising cain" with the Street Oom< 
tnissioner because lie did not get those 
holes tilled up before the street was 
ruined ; and if there happened not to be 
a good bottom, didn't tbe engineer, Coun- 
cilraen and everybody else catch it for 
putting in such a street. 

"Just how lon^ it will take to educate 
the people (and some of the Council) up 
to tbe fact that streets must be main- 
tained, I do not know, bbow me a city 
where the Oonneil or Board of Public 
Works are iidifFerent as to what kind of 
an improvement they have, or too pe 
nuriono and ahort>aighted to put in good 
permanent improvements, who are a 
ways suggesting that a little patching 
here or there will do, or, if they finally 
consent to building a new street, make it 
a cheap improvement that will soon call 
for the eternal patching,— show me such 
a place, and I will show you a place that 
can not bold its own progressive, public 
spirited business. men. They are sure to 
go to a more wide awake town and surely 
desirable business men who are eeeking 
a location will not select spltoethat ia 
away behind the times. 

"One of the beat reaaona for having 
good paved streets is that they niqy be 
kept clean. There is no estimating bow 
mucli disease is prevented by having 
well paved streets that can Im, and are, 
swept clean. Who ever heard of sweep- 
ing the filth that accumulates on macadam 
or other rough streets 7 That would be 
impossible, so it is left,— horse manure, 
banana peelings, expectoration of hu- 
mans allUcted with consumption and all 
kinds of diseases, with other innamerable 
an<l unmentionable filth,— all this is left 
for us to iuhale in the dust that is blown 
about, and which might be largely pre- 
vented if streets were properly paved 
and kept clean. So, from a sanitary rea- 
son, if no other, we should have well 
paved streets. There is nothing that 
adds so much to the appearance of a 
place as fine streets. 

"Our small cities have not the wealth 
to afford granite, neither have they the 
trallic to reiiuire it; but, on the other 
hand, it is not well to throw away money 
building a macadam or poor brick street, 
when tliere i^' a haiijiy medium. I think 
the ideal pavement for cities, and many 
streets in small cities, and many streets 
in large cities, can be found in a good vit- 
rified bri'jk. The iai)id development in 
bri(rk paving that has been made in the 
last few years shows that it has passed 
the experimental stage, and is being rec- 
ognized by those in authority as A very 
satisfactory pavement. 

"Prof. J. B. Johnson, of Washington 
I'niversity, St. Louis, Mo., says be finds 
paving brick to be stronger than granite; 
he has tested brick at 30,000 jiounds 
pressure to tbe square inch, the .strength 
of granite being 12,000 to 18,000 pounds. 
In addition to this, the fact that a brick 
pavement is one of tbe cheapest, as well 
aa one of the easiest repaired, is clean, 
and gives good foothold for horses— taken 
all aroand it is a desirable material."

FsANKFOBT, Ky., .\pril is.— There will 
be oonteata galore over Kentucky seats 
in the next Congress. The present plan 
of the Republican State Central Com- 
mittee is to institute contests in every 
district, provided the Honse of Represen- 
tatives is Republican. The contests w ill 
be tiled for the sole purpose of allowing 
the Mouse to pass on the Goebel "force 
bill," which tbe most eminent lawyers in 
this 8tate, regardless of party, hold to be 
in conflict with both tbe Federal election 
laws and the Kentucky Constitution. 

A Republican politician who is an au- 
thority says that it haa been determined 
to open aeparate polla in aome of tbe 
counties in each Cmigressional district, 
at which the elections will be conducted 
under tbe old law. This will enable the 
contestants to make the issue squarely 
on the validity of tbe Goebel bill, and if 
Congress decided the law in conflict with 
the Federal election laws, the State dele- 
gation will thereby be made solidly Re- 
publican. 

Congressman Davidson is also prepar- 
ing to ignore the gerrymander law passed 
by the Legislature traiisferiing Jackson 
County to the Eleventh district. Mr. ' 
Davidson pays the gerrymander act is in- 
valid, because the district as constituted 
by it tloea not contain the population re- 
quired by tbe Federal statutes. Mr. Dav- 
idson says he will have aeparate polls 
opened, and will have himself voted for in 
Jackson County as though the gerry- 
mander bad not been passed, and will 
depend on Congress to settle the point 
in his favor. The same point has been ! 
raised in regard to the gerrymander of 
the Third district, and Senator William 
Henry Jones, who will probably be the 
Republican nominee in that district, also 
contemplates taking aimilar steps. This 
will, of coarse, be in tbe form of a sup- 
plemental contest in addition to that 
testing the validity of the (ioebel bill. 

The friends of Senator Goebel, the au- 
thor of tbe "force bill," are much con- 
cerned over these developments, as they 
realize, should his law be declared un- 
constitutional and result in the seating of 
eleven Republican Congressmen from 
this State, it would be very detrimental 
to him in the race for Governor, in which, 
up to this time, be appears to be the 
leading candidate.
